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Desert visitors have missed much 
of the fascination of this section if 
they have failed to hike into at 
least a few of the mountain can­ 
yons. To follow up the winding 
gravel bed, to scramble over boul­ 
ders, to come suddenly upon an tin- 
looked for vista, is beginning to be­ 
come acquainted with another se­ 
ries of characters of the desert coun­ 
try. There is nothing monotonous 
about a desert mountain canyon. 
If you are the type that can shake 
off the everyday humdrum you will 
also become aware of peoples who 
have preceded you into this canyon. 
Canyons which played an important 
part in their lives and the gaining of 
a livelihood, for it teas through these 
canyons that they gained access to 
the mountain food supply of pinon 
nuts, acorns, deer, mountain sheep 
and many smaller animals. If your 
eyes are sharp you will find traces of 
their former presence. 
Martinez canyon, in addition to

• City Building Inspector Charles 
| Burkett and City Clerk Guy Pinney 
have received a number of com­ 
plaints regarding the enforcement of 
three very important ordinances 
that were enacted in order to safe- 
j guard the city against fires, 
Several contractors and owners of 
property interests in the business 
! district have complained that costs 
; of construction to comply with the 
' ordinances are excessive and con- 
I sequently discourage improvements 
j in the business district. 
The building inspector and other 
city officials have contended that 
they cannot let the bars down for 
anyone, and if they could, it would 
be sotting a bad precedent that would 
tend to defeat the very purpose of 
the new laws. 
The ordinances have resulted in a 
substantial reduction of insurance 
rates in the residential areas, sav­ 
ing property owners thousands of 
dollars. A reduction is also antici­ 
pated in the business district. 
The ordinances in question are 
the Fire Zoning Ordinance, creating 
fire zones No. 1, 2, and 3; the Fire 
Prevention Ordinance, which pro­ 
hibits the accumulation of debris 
and trash near buildings and which 
eliminates obstructions, improper en­ 
trances and exits: and the building 
code, which defines the type of con­ 
struction in the business district. 
The Building Code seems to be the 
one the objectors don’t like. The 
Code is the same as the one adopted

Recently the Planning Commis­

Whereas, we believe such 
truck and transcontinental traf­ 
fic as now travels over High­ 
way No. 99 would seriously in­ 
jure the life and character of 
our community, should it be 
brought within out city limits,

P erhaps I should say. dear read­ 
ers, I try to cover the net. 
In 
my 
opening 
paragraph, 
1 
should like to pay my sincere thanks 
to Evelyn, of the D esort Sun, for 
having the trusting faith in a young 
am bitious tennis pro 
to 
try 
and 
bring you readers a m odern slant on 
tennis. 
T here 
are 
so 
m any phases on 
which one can discuss this game, 
both new and old, that in my humble 
way, I shall try and bring you the 
most im portant virtues of the most 
popular game in the w orld. 
To y o u ,‘in my opening article, I 
should like to discuss the subject of 
“point w inning"; the thing which 
any and every type of player is al­ 
ways seeking. 
G radually when one is progressing 
in tennis, he or she learns about the 
w onderful range of angles that exists 
in tennis. 
For ever since I began 
to play, I have been 
m aking dis­ 
coveries, and firmly believe that a 
player can never exhaust the possi­ 
bilities in tennis. 
This is one rea­ 
son w hy 
it 
is such a fascinating 
game. 
How do you earn a point? There 
are literally hundreds of ways of 
w inning a point. The th in g to bear 
in m ind, is to keep the ball from go­ 
ing into the net, and 
to 
place it 
w ithin th e boundaries of the court. 
You m ay decide to try and out­ 
last your opponent in a rally, or to 
w ait un til he makes a m istake. You 
may attem pt to take th e offensive, 
and w in the point by a sm ash or a 
fast drive. 
It 
all 
sounds 
simple 
enough, bu t the thing to be able to 
do, is to w in a point w hen needed. 
There are some players 
who 
are 
point w inners. 
If a player isn’t a 
point w inner, he can never win a 
cham pionship. 
H ere is a question th a t I thought 
up m yself: 
W hat 
m ust 
a 
player 
have to be a consistent “point” w in­ 
ner? If a player has a n atu ral apti­ 
tude for tennis, and if he has had 
years of practice and experience on 
his hom e court, and in tournam ents, 
he also m ust have these points which 
I am outlining for you in this form: 
A—Coordination: 
1—B etw een eye, brain and muscle. 
B—A bility for easy m ovem ent: 
1—B alance; 2—R hythm ; 3—Grace. 
C—A tennis brain: 
1—S ee 
openings; 
2—A nticipate; 
3—A nalyze an opponent’s game; 4— 
Seize opportunities quickly. 
D—Physical qualities: 
1—S trength of body; 2—Endur­ 
ance; 3—Quick recuperative powers. 
E—Tem peram ent: 
1—C alm ness toward 
play; 2 — 
C alm ness tow ard self and opponent. 
F—K nowledge of game: 
1—-Strategy; 
2—Psychology; 3— 
Strokes. 
Those of you who 
are 
average 
players seeking to 
im prove your 
game, study this form seriously, and 
concentrate on “point w inning,' and 
in closing my first literary attem pt 
at tennis, and in my future articles, 
if I have helped any one person, who 
loves the gam e as I do, th en my ef­ 
forts have not been in vain.

MART THOMAS MILLER 
Gifted Socialite, Author and Horsewoman 
Mary Thomas Miller needs no introduction to Palm Springs 
society, for she is a member of one of San Francisco's linesl families, 
and a writer of note, being rated among the first seven book review- 
isls in the entire country. Mrs. Miller was selected to be one of a 
committee, to nominate the 1937 Pulitzer prize winner and this year 
has been asked to be a member of the committee to nominate the 
publication most likely to attain the status of a classic, for the L im it­ 
ed Edition. 
Her choice, already decided upon is “Ferdinand." by 
Monroe Leaf. 
Mary Thomas Miller also writes "Pacific Patter," for the American 
Horsewoman publications, which is widely read by all horse lovers, 
and her style is delightfully refreshing. 
Daughter of Benjamin Franklin Thomas, who is a member of the 
firm of J. Sloane and Company, al San Francisco, (and namesake of 
the great Benjamin Franklin), the literary streak was first m ani­ 
fested in Mary's great, great grandfather, who was appointed by 
Benjamin Franklin as the first postmaster of Worcester. Mass.. and 
later was encouraged by Franklin, to go into the publishing business. 
The family early migrated to California, settling in picturesque and 
colorful San Francisco, where several generations later, Mary, bud­ 
ded on the family tree, and flowered 'neath Western skies, growing 
up in the Golden Gate city. 
Married at the tender age of eighteen, 
to Harry East Miller (Pacilic Lighting Corporation), Mrs. Miller con­ 
tinued her studies, taking a course in philosophy and art at Stanford, 
where she became a "Theta"; her previous education having been 
received at private schools, including the Anna Head school, at Ml. 
Vernon, Washington.

Not until three years ago did Mary Miller begin her literary 
career, when she started doing book reviews for the San Francisco 
Chronicle, and almos» immediately, for the Argonaut publications, 
doing "Books on the Table." 
Mrs. Miller has the distinction of being the only girl director of 
the California Horse Lovers Association, the other directors all being 
men.

building officials, and is in force in 
nearly every' city of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
C ity Building Inspector 
Charles 
B urkett, Fire Chief W illiam Leo- 
nesio, and President H erbert Samson 
of the Cham ber of Comm erce, the 
la tte r also 
an 
insurance broker, 
spent considerable tim e in investi­ 
gations for the city council before 
the ordinances were drafted. 
Recently the building departm ent | 
took their troubles to Mr. Samson 
again, who then sought advice from I 
John H. Colton, engineer 
for 
the 
B oard of Fire U nderw riters of the 
Pacific Coast. 
Mr. Colton's reply is so enlighten­ 
ing that it is herew ith printed in 
full: 


Dear Herb: 
In view of the unofficial n a­ 
ture of your letter of October 
271h, I am inclined to offer a re­ 
sponse which is sim ilarly u n of­ 
ficial but w hich m ay better d e ­ 
scribe my reaction to the Palm 
Springs inclination 
toward, 
or 
rather against, standard b u ild ­ 
ing regulations. Your com m uni­ 
ty perm itted itself to develop "a 
la 
Topsy" 
w ithout 
benefit of 
regulations or city planning un ­ 
til a definite conflagration has- 
ard 
has been 
allow ed to d e­ 
velop. 
In an attem pt to close 
the stable door and salvage the 
situation as far as future im ­ 
provem ents are concerned, your 
com m unity incorporated for the 
express purpose of adopting reg ­ 
ulations and offering a b en e ­ 
ficial adm inistration for regu lat­ 
ing your com m unity. 
It gave 
serious and intelligen t thought 
to the details of the building 
law s which is even tually adopt­ 
ed. particularly com m enting u p ­ 
on the desirability of the regu ­ 
lations which w ere to apply in 
the business 
district. 
It 
now 
would seem that they w ere o ver­ 
com e by the enthusiasm at the 
m om ent, and that the protests 
of a few 
prospective 
builders 
are to be given su fficien tly seri­ 
ous consideration 
to 
threaten 
and abolish the high principles 
of th e adm inistration. 


Herb, it is not a m atter of in ­ 


surance rate; it is a m atter of 
w hether or not the city is sold 
on th e principles w hich it w ishes 
and I can see no logical reason 
why 
the ow ner of the confla- 
gation 
breeding 
s t r u c t u r e 
should be p e r m i t t e d or e n ­ 
couraged to m ake an extension 
of his building in the sam e na­ 
ture 
of 
construction 
as 
that 
which now contributes 
to 
the 
conflagration condition. 
Your building code perm its a 
certain degree 
of 
substandard 
construction consistent with the 
principles of th e code. 
It also 
provides a Board of Appeals to 
pass upon any problem s which 
d efinitely work a hardship u p­ 
on the com m unity or on its ta x ­ 
payers and 
to 
form ulate new 
rules 
governing special 
cases, 
w hich rules w ill be kept for the 
benefit of future cases of sim i­ 
lar nature. If the provisions of 
the code and the pow ers of the 
B uilding Inspector and his Board 
of A ppeals are insufficient for 
the desires 
of 
the prospective 
builder, it would be my im pres­ 
sion that such prospective build­ 
er desires only to build at a sav­ 
ing to h is pocketbook and at the 
expense of com m unity w elfare. 
If your city w ishes to respond 
to pressure 
of 
this nature, it 
would b e better 
to 
do 
aw ay 
w ith 
building 
regulations and 
continue as before. 
I have an idea that this pres­ 
sure 
is 
of 
the sam e general 
type and amount 
that 
is 
the 
daily d iet of building inspectors 
and city officials 
in 
all 
w ell 
regulated 
com m unities. 
It 
is 
probable 
that 
the 
situation is 
not at all unusual and I w ould 
suggest that your B uilding In­ 
spector 
needs 
to 
visit 
other 
com m unities and to attend the 
occasional conferences of B uild­ 
ing Inspectors in order that he 
m ay 
gain 
confidence 
in 
the 
work that he is doing and at the 
sam e lim e learn 
how 
to 
say 
"NO" w h ile building up a feel­ 
ing of respect and friendship on 
the part o f the property owner.

By CLEM WHITAKER 
Culbert L. Olson, Governor-elect of Califor­ 
nia, is determined on sweeping reforms in State 
government—more far-reaching than the re­ 
forms inaugurated by Hiram \Y. Johnson in the 
historic shake-up of 1911! 
It will be a New Deal program, streamlined 
and modernized by Olsonian innovations. 
And if legislative statutes prove inadequate 
—or if the Republican State Senate balks enact­ 
ment of reforms which the new Governor consid­ 
ers essential—Mr. Olson plans to call a special 
state election early in 1939 to submit a series of 
constitutional amendments, embodying his pro­ 
gram, to the voters of California. 
There will be (in fact, there already is) a 
“brain trust,” too, composed in part, of sociolo­ 
gists, economists, et cetera, from Stanford and 
the University of California, and of crusading in­ 
tellectuals and “labor liberals” who helped Mr. 
Olson to climb to power. 
According to his intimates, here are some of 
the immediate reforms which the Governor-elect 
plans to initiate soon after he takes his oath of 
office:Labor legislation—a modified “Little Wag­ 
ner Act,” probably similar to the Yorty Act which 
was defeated at the 1937 state legislative session. 
Also machinery for employer-employe mediation, 
designed to avert strikes and lockouts. 
Small loan legislation cracking down on “loan 
sharks.” 
Pardon of Tom Mooney: repeal of the crim­ 
inal syndicalism act. 
Survey of the state tax system, looking to 
complete revamping of the revenue setup, with 
probability of higher taxes on big incomes and 
corporations, and reduction of state sales tax. 
Inauguration of a modern state auditing sys­ 
tem to determine where the state’s money goes 
—and why! 
A modified production-for-use program, still 
in the embryo stage, but receiving much atten­ 
tion from the Olso “brain trust.” 
A study of the old age pension problem, cli­ 
maxing in state action, or in recommendations 
to the federal government for a national pension 
system. 
Reforms in the criminal code and civil pro­ 
cedure. i Many of the Olson leaders are opposed 
to capital punishment, but Governor-elect Olson’s 
views on the subject have not been indicated.) 
A shake-up of virtually all state departments, 
with Olson leaders replacing Republicans in all 
key positions.

2 Medals During 
Rifle Matches 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry H. Mann of 
the Sportsmen's Headquarters Rifle 
Range drove to Irvine Park in O r­ 
ange County last Sunday to compete 
in the sixth annual muzzle-loading 
rifle matches of the Southern Cali­ 
fornia Arms Collectors Association 
.at the Santiago Rifle Range, and re­ 
turned to the village that night with 
two first-place medals won by Mr. 
Mann. 
Mr. Mann is a well known South­ 
ern California collector of old fire­ 
arms. He shot a 47 out of a possible

The 
dueling pistols used by Mann to 
win this event are a historic pair, 
being a presentation set of a French 
nobleman of years ago. A monogram 
on the case states in French, "Given 
by the Duke de Montpensier to Col. 
Briestreff, Vincennes, 1846.” 
The matches at Orange County 
Park were well attended by several 
hundred people, and they lasted 
throughout the day. Imperial Valley 
was represented by an entire squad 
of shooters, much to the surprise of 
other Southern California gun col­ 
lectors, who did not know that there 
was an organization in the valley. 
The possibility of holding a muz­ 
zle-loading rifle match at some fu­ 
ture date in Palm Springs, was dis­ 
cussed, competition to be between 
Imperial Valley shooters and shoot­ 
ers from coastal cities. 
Mrs. Mann also did very well in 
the matches. However, her rifle 
proved to be temperamental and it 
let her down at the last moment. 
She finished just a few points un­ 
der the winning lady.

PAY TO UNEMPLOYED 
LOWER IN OCTOBER 
Unemployment compensation pay­ 
ments in virtually every community 
of California decreased during Octo­ 
ber over the amounts paid out in 
September, Victor E, Harris, man­ 
ager of the Riverside office of the 
state department of employment an­ 
nounced. 
Harris said the decrease was due 
primarily to the fact that the month 
of September saw the lowest num­ 
ber of claims for compensation filed 
during the year, 42,662. 
In Riverside, Harris said, a total 
of 1,195 checks were distributed dur­ 
ing the month of October, repre­ 
senting funds in the sum of $16,048 
in this area. 
October payments bring the cum­ 
ulative total to 13,556 checks since 
January 1, ’■epresenting $127,877.27 
in this area. 
Throughout the state, 197,534 
checks were paid out in October 
amounting to $1,923,901.39. State 
totals of all checks up to October 31 
were 1.971,094 payments in the sum 
of $18,840,409.75.

Teachers from all sections of the 
county were formally welcomed by 
Supt. E. E. Smith at 10 a. m. Music 
was furnished by the Banning High 
school glee club, with Eleanor Bird, 
director. 
Campbell stated that he took 1600 
feet of colored motion pictures while 
in Russia and that he was not mo­ 
lested by the authorities. "In fact, 
everyone approached wanted to get 
in the pictures, particularly women, 
and all went out of their way to ac­ 
commodate me,” Campbell said. 
“The capitalistic influence is be­ 
ing felt everywhere,” Campbell 
pointed out. “A man can now own 
his home. He can buy an automo­ 
bile and can save money by putting 
it in the bank. Trains are crowded 
all the time. People stand for hours 
at a time to get a cab or ride a bus.

A total of 1800 cases of syphillis 
and 1381 cases of gonorrhea were 
reported throughout the state. 
"V enereal disease control has im ­ 
proved 
greatly 
in

counties 
since the new state program was 
launched nearly two years ago.” Dr. 
W. M. Dickie, state health director, 
said. 
“A few counties are lagging be­ 
hind as evidenced by the fact that 
no cases of either disease w ere re ­ 
ported from seven counties and in 
others the num ber reported is very 
low. 
It is unlikely that they are 
free of syphillis 
and 
gonorrhea. 
More probable explanations are that 
cases are not being 
found 
and 
brought under treatm ent or 
that 
cases are not being 
reported 
to 
health authorities." 
At the same tim e Dr. Dickie an ­ 
nounced th at the num ber of 
tre a t­ 
ments given in clinics for the first 
nine m onths of 1938 totaled 400.282 
as compared w ith 219.692 treatm ents 
during the same period in 1936 be­ 
fore the new program started.

Thai the Palm Springs Indians 
are only asking Ihe right to ad­ 
minister their own affairs, with 
all having equal voice, and that 
neither he nor the Indians have 
asked that John M. Forline be 
appointed in place

Forline in a letter to The Desert 
Sun. The letter follows: 


Palm Springs, California 
N ovem ber 23, 1938. 
The Desert Sun, 
D ear Mr. Barkow: 
In behalf 
of the 
Palm Springs 
band of Indians and myself, may I 
call your attention to some inac­ 
curacies occurring in a new s article 
in the Desert Sun of N ovem ber 18. 
U nder 
the 
heading 
“Senator 
T hom as Holds H earing 
in 
Palm 
Springs," you 
state 
“the 
Palm 
Springs Indians w ant the adm inis­ 
tration of th eir affairs returned to a 
tribal comm ittee. . . . ” This state­ 
m ent is not correct. 
In 
th eir pe­ 
tition to John Collier, Com m issioner 
of Indian Affairs, the Indians ask for 
a retu rn of th eir right to adm inister 
their own affairs and propose that 
this shall 
be 
done, 
am ong other 
things, by a tribal council in which 
every adult m em ber shall have an 
equal voice, and that no act of any 
kind w hatsoever shall 
be 
under­ 
taken 
or 
approved 
w ithout 
the 
know ledge and the m ajority consent 
of the entire tribe. 


You state further “ . . . the Indians 
have asked 
th at 
John M cCallum 
Forline . . . be appointed Federal 
O fficer in charge of the reservation, 
in place of H. 
H. 
Q uackenbush." 
The facts are that the Indians have 
requested in their petition that they 
be perm itted to em ploy m e as their 
business m anager 
on 
a 
contract 
basis. 
Such 
em ploym ent 
would 
have nothing to do w ith the present 
Indian 
Service 
arrangem ent, as I 
would not be an em ployee of the 
governm ent b u t of the Indians and 
responsible to them alone, although 
operating under Indian Service reg­ 
ulations. 
As com pensation for my 
services under the provisions of the 
petition, I would be paid a comm is­ 
sion of ten per cent 
of 
the gross 
tribal income out of w hich I agree 
to pay all adm inistrative expense in­ 
cident to the discharge of m y duties. 
W ith reference to 
your 
further 
statem ent that Mr. W illis and Mr. 
Sloan have joined forces “in the ef­ 
fort to have Forline appointed,” the 
inference is both inaccurate and un­ 
fair. 
Only 
the 
Indians, 
through 
their petition, have m ade any effort 
to have me appointed, and further, 
I have no connection w ith any p er­ 
son or persons outside the tribe of 
any kind whatsoever. 
T hat a great 
m any other persons of varying in­ 
fluence have seen fit to endorse the 
constructive program 
the 
Indians 
have expressed in their petition, I 
like to feel 
is 
sim ply evidence of 
their approval of the justness of the 
Indians’ requests. 


Essentially, the fundam ental ele­ 
m ent of the Indians' endeavor to 
regain a m easure of th eir self-ex­ 
pression 
in 
the adm inistration of 
their affairs 
is 
harm ony 
am ong 
them selves. That they have achieved 
this is evidenced by the fact th at 
24 out of the eligible 26 adult m em ­ 
bers of the tribe have signed their 
petition. 
This reflects a unanim ity 
of purpose which has not existed 
am ong them for m any years. _ 


Further, representatives 
of 
the 
tribe have met several tim es w ith 
the Indian Affairs Com m ittee of the 
City Council w ith the idea of laying 
the foundation for a harm onious re ­ 
lationship with the com m unity w ith 
whom the Indians realize their for­ 
tunes are inseparably bound up. 
I am sure you w ill recognize the 
need on every hand for broad u n ­ 
derstanding 
and 
tolerant helpful­ 
ness in this endeavor to reach a so­ 
lution of a difficult 
problem 
th at 
w ill be fair in all respects to the 
Indians them selves and 
the 
com ­ 
m unity of which they are m ore than 
anxious to be a constructive part. 
For m y own part, I assure you it 
w ill be a pleasure to keep you fully 
inform ed of developm ents as they 
occur.
